Alderman Wider Says He Will Seid Bowman, 
Winstanley and Franz to the 
Penitentiary.

There have been no new devel »pments in the 
East St. Louis trouble during the last twenty- 
four hours. Both Mayors and both Councils 
continue to assert their right to govern the 
town, 

The reporter of the P.-D. called on Mr. 
Ernest W. Wider, Alderman from the First 
Ward, to-day: 
course the anti-Bowmanites would pursue. 
When asked were there any new phases of the 
municipal struggle: he replied There is no 
struggle atall. We have gained a victory and 
we intend to follow it up. Mr. Winstanley 
may issue as many proclamations as he can 
secure pieces of paper to write them dh. The 
real object Mr. Winstanley had in issuing that 
proclamation was to draw the public atten- 
tion from important points toa smaller one 
that we care nothing about. 

**You may alsosay that Mr. Bowman is in St. 
Louis to escape criminal prosecution, and not, 
as he has told several parties, to escape from 
men who are following him with the intention 
of taking his life.’’ 

What criminal prosecution do you refer 
to!“ ge ee ; 

Why, prosecution for refusing to turn 
vver to his successor the books, papers and 
aocuments belonging tothe office. The statute 
is very plain on the subject. 

„Paragraph 216, chapter 38, of the criminal 
code, says: ‘If any person whose office shall 
be abolished by law, or vacated, or determin- 
ed by removal from office, resignation 
or death, or expiration of ve term for which 
he was elected or appointed, or other cause, 
or his executois, administrators or other 
persons, willfully and unlawfully wichhold or 
detain from his successor, or other peron en- 
titled thereto by law, the records, papers, 
documents or other writings, er other articles 
of propery appertaining or belonging to such 
office, or nfhtilate, or destroy, or take away 
the same, the person so offending shall be im- 
prisoned in the penitentiary not less than one 
year nor mpre than five years.’ 

Mr. Bowman in his letter to Mayor Joyce, 
last Wednesday, says that he had already turn- 
d over to Mr. Winstanley the books demand- 
ed, while Mr. Winstanley in bis proclammation 
says that he was not qualified until yesterday. 
We have in our possession the Mayor’s books, 
but they were obtained by Sheriff Weber on a 
search Warrant, which will not secure Mr. 
Bowman against prosecution.’’ 

Do you intend to take legal steps against 
Mayor Bowman!“ 

„We do. And not only against 
Mr. Bowman, but also against 
Mr. Winstanley for not turning over 
to Mr. Henry Jackiesch, his successor as Treas- 


urer, the books and articles appertaining to 
that office, and also against Benedict Franz 
for not delivering the City Clerk’s books to 
his suecessor, Mr. Tissier. Weare going to 
see if there 1s law, and, if there is, we will 
try to send these men to Joliet. *’ 

„What about the assault of the Deputy Mar- 
shals on Messrs. Winstanley and Stephens?’’ 

Mr. Winstanley attempted to take away 
from Mayor Bowman’s office the letter copy 
books belonging to the Mayor’s office, and was 
prevented by the marshals from doing so. 
Even if he was elected Mayor at the time he 
attempted to remove the books, he was not 
qualified and had no power to do so.“

The Westliche Post Libel Suit. 

The libel suit of B. F. Smith against the 
Westliche Post, which has been in progress 
before Judge Lindley for the past three days, 

came to a sudden termination this morning by 
the plaintiff taking a nonsuit. 

At the conelusion of the plaintiff’s testimony 
on yesterday the defense entered a demurrer, 
claiming -that no case had been made out, 
and consequently they should not be come 
pelled to introduce testimony, as there was 
nothing forthe jury to pass on as the case 
stood before the court. Lengthy arguments 
were made on the issue raised, at the conelu- 
sion of which Judge Lindley took the 
matter under advisement. The demurrer 
was sustained this morning, W hen a nonsuit 
was taken, as stated. 

This is the second trial of the case. At the 
former trial the jury returned a verdict in fa- 
vor of the plaintiff for $3,000, but this, on 
motion, was set aside, the court ruling that 
the damages awarded were excessive. 

The probability is that the matter will 
again come before the courts.

April 4.—Marion Ward, the 
actress, shot Washington Nathan in the neck 
yesterday, in the rooms of Alice Harrison, at 
the Coleman House. The wound is danger- 
ous, but not necessarily fatal. It is said

RUINED AND DESERTED 

Miss Ward. Nathanis a son of Benjamin 
Nathan, who was murdered in a house oppo- 
site the Fifth Avenue Hotel one night several 
years ago. 

For the past week Miss Alice Harrison, an 
actress, has been stopping at the Coleman 
house, prior to her departure for Boston, 
where she has secured a professional engage- 
ment, which begins on Monday next. She has 
occupied a parlor and bed room on the first 
floor, and has beeninthe habit of receiving 
numerous callers in her own apartments. 
Shortly before 11 o’clock: Wednesday night 
Miss Marion Ward arrived at the hotel witha 
female servant and 

REGISTERED AS MISS ZEELAND. 

She got rooms near Miss Harrison’s and 
kept the door open in such a way as to com- 
mand a full view of the main eorridor, and it 
appeared as if she was waiting for the arrival 
of some person. This was 10 o’clock in the 
morning. She had not sat there long before 
Washington Nathan, closely muffled in a heavy 
ulster, walked hurriedly through the 
hall and stopped at the door of 
the room occupied by Miss Harrison, knocked

Another Railroad Foreclosure.

MILWAUKEE, April 4.—In the United States 
Circuit Court, before Judges Drummond and 
| Dyer, a decree has been entered in the case of 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company 
against the Green Bay and Minnesota Railroad 
Company, whereby the road will be sold April 
3, 1880. The suit was brought in 1878 for 
foreclosure of the first and second mortgage 
bonds, which aggregate about $6,900,000. 
Moses Taylor, Wm. E. Dodge and John I. 
Blair, of New York, and the Lackawanna 
Iron and Coal Company are the principal 
holders of the bonds. 


Yellow Jack.

Boston, April 1.—The U. S. steamer 
Plymouth, which sailed from this port March 
15 fora cruise to the West Indies, has re- 
turned, the yellow fever having broken out 
when 300 miles southeast of Bermuda. Egan, 
the boatswain, died of the disease. The ship 
came from the West Indies last autumn with 
yellow fever, and it was thought that fumiga- 
tion and the frosts of winter here had de- 
stroyed all germs of the disease.

Excitement in the Canadian Parliament 
Over the Dismissal of Lieut.-Gov. 
Letelier. 


OTTAWA, April 4.—There is great excite- 
ment over the suspension of Lieut.-Gov. 
Letelier, and a serious crisis is imminent. 

The Quebec Conservatives ever since the Gov- 
ernment was formed have been clamoring for 
Letelier’s dismissal, making his dismissal 
the price of their supporting Sir John Me- 
Donald. 

By a majority of eighty-five they passed a 
resolution in the House of Commons demand- 
ing his dismissal. After some delay the order 
was passed by council asking the Marquis of 
Lorne torelieve him. Last night Sir John 
McDonald’s announcement in the House that 
the Marquis had referred the matter to the 
imperial authorities was received with groans 
and hisses. 4 

Mr. Onimet, a prominent French member, 
made quite a revolutionary speech, condemn- 
ingfthe Marquis’ action, arguing that the ques- 
tion§was one tobe decided by the country 
and not tobe subject to the review of Down- 
ing street, and saying they had been led for 
twenty years to believe they had a responsible 
Government only to wake up now to learn 
they had nothing. 

Sir John defended the Marquis and said that 
they were part of the Empire, and 
that the Queen of England is Queen of Canada;

Madame Bonaparte Patterson Gathered 
to Her Ancestors. 


By Western Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, April 4.—Madame Bonaparte 
died this afternoon a little past Io clock. 
SKETCH OF MADAME BONAPARTE-PATTER- 

SON,’S LIFE. 

Betsey Patterson was eighteen years old 
when she first saw Jerome Bonaparte. Her 
beauty was remarkable, and so were her ac- 
complishments. Nobody was surprised that 
the young Frenchman, then on a visit 
to Captain Joseph Barney, of Balti- 
more,With whom he had served in the French 
navy, should surrender to her charms of per- 
son. of mind and of fortune. Indeed, the 
fact that at an evening party his gold watch- 
chain became entangled somehow or other in 
her hair was very generally men- 
tioned as au pretty and favora- 
ble omen. Hie seems to have loved her 
with Gallic ardor, and even to have resolved 
to give up all hope of preferment under the 
Empire, in order that he might stay in this 
country and maintain his relationship to 
her. Napoleon’s animosity, however, 
was on the inerease, and the pair 
resolved to go to France and plead their cause 
before bim. Meanwhile Jerome’s supply of 
money was cut off, and the following commu- 
nication was received from his imperial 
brother: 

will receive Jerome if, leaving in Amer- 
ica the young person in question, he shall 
come hither to associate himself to my fortune. 
Should he bring her along with him, she shall 
not put a foot on the territory of France. If 
he comes alone I shall recall the error of a 
moment and the fault of youth. Faithful 
services and the conduct which he owes to 
himself and to his name will regain him all my 
kindness. ’*’ 

Atthe same time the youthful bridegroom 
was informed that, so far as France wen con- 
cerned, bis marricn e nau dg annulled by the 
followi ing decree of the French Senate: 

By an act ofthe eleventh Ventose pro- 
hibition is made te all the civil officers, of the 
Empire to receive on their registers the tran- 
scription of the act of the celebration of a pre- 
tended marringe that Jerome Bonaparte has 
contracted in astrange country during the 
age of minority withoutthe consent of his 
mother and without previous publication in 
the land of his nativity.’*’ 

Commander and Mrs. Jerome Bonaparte 
nevertheless tried to set sail for France. They 
were unsuccessful. The French man-of-war 
| lving in New York harbor was afraid of some

and would not venture down the

| France, they failed toreach. At length they 
embarked in a ship bound for Cadiz, Spain,

that its captain had been forbidden to receive 
the young person to whom Jerome had at- 
tached himself.’’

Be _ tranquil; thy 
husband will not abandon thee.’’ In another: 
Jo leave thee, my good wife, I have never 
had thut fatal thought. I act as a man of 
honor, as a brave and loyal soldier. I love 
my country; I love glorv; but I love 
thee as a man who, accustomed 
to fear nothing, never forgets 
that he is the father of Jerome Napoleon and 
the husband of Elise. I embrate you as I love 
you, and I leve you as my life.“ He tells her 
that so far as he is concerned, she is prefer- 
able to a crown, and adds: Believe me, my 
Elise, my first thought on awakening 
as wel as my last on fallin 
to sleep, is always of thee; and if 
were not sure of the blessed happiness of re- 
joining my well-beloved wife, [ shoula cease 
to live.“ Madame Bonaparte and her son re- 
turned to Baltimore.

Father Ruesse went on to tell the story of 
the whipping, but the reporter could not see 
that he made it out very different from the 
way it was related in the Post-Dispatcn 
yesterday. 

VISIT TO MRS. PFEIFERLICK. 

The POST-DIRPATCH reporter called at the 
residence of P. F. Pfeiferlick to-day to learn 
the condition of the young lad who was 80 
shamefully beaten a few davs ago at the paro- 
chial school presided over by Father Ruesse, 
a full account of which has appeared in the 
PostT-DISPATCH. 

Young Pfeiferlick has been confined to his 
house since the beating, until to-day, when he 
started to school; not, bowever, tothe ons 
where he was 80 badly abused. His 
right arm is still badly swollen 
and his back presents an unsightly appear- 
ance. No one can see the boy even as he is 
now witkout having his or her indiguation 
thoroughly aroused. 

The Pfeiferiicks sre tntelligent people and 
feel deeply the wrong done to their child. It 
was bad enough they think for the boy to have 
been beaten as he was, not 
insult to injury. Father Rues, 
said, refused to talk to Mrs. Pfeifertick 
when she wentto him with her son that he 
might see the extent of the iujuries inflicted, 
and told her to take herself away.

SURVEY OF THE MISSOURI RIVER. 


Capt. D. W. Wellman and Assistants 
Will Commence their Work at Boon- 
ville on Monday next. 


It will be remembered that at the last ses- 
sion of Congress a bill was passed providing 
for the survey of the Missouri River from 
Fort Benton, Montana, to its mouth. The 
sum of $20,000 was voted to carry out the 
provisions of the bill, and the work will begin 
next week. 

The survey will commence first at Boon- 
ville, Mo., and be continued until the mouth 
of the river is reached. The work will be 
pushed as rapidly as possible, and done in 
the most thorough manner. ‘The survey will 
be by a system of triangles and accurate toa 
point. All the islands, sandbars, 
obstructions, will be carefully noted ; 
complete soundings will be taken, and the 
topography of the country given to the bluffs 
on each side of the river. The object of the

S. E. MeGregory, H. L. Burnett and W. F.

JEFFERSOn City, April3.—The two houses 
have spent to-dayin the consideration of two 
bills—the Senate considering a substitute for 
Senator Cottey’s bills repealing the law au- 
thorizing counties, cities and towns to com- 
promise their indebtedness without arriving 
at a conclusion. 

In the House, Mr. Lesneur’s Penitentiary 
bill has been the subject of discussion. 

At6 o’clock this evening the House ad- 
journed, still having this matter under consid- 
eration. The bill which passed this morning 
classifying property for taxation and provid- 
ing for taxing the sales of merchants and 
manufacturers, is a very important one to St. 
Louis. Mr. Smith,its author, has done some 
fine work in its behalf and deserves great 
credit therefor. 

The St. Louis delegation failed to mect this 
afternoen but are at work to-night,and before 
it is an exceedingly large lobby fighting over 
the repeal of the street-var bill of 1860. Every 
imaginable argumeat is brought to bear to in- 
duce the delegation to change their minds in 
regard thereto, but all to no avail, for, if any- 
thing, more have been converted in favor of 
the bill. They will be ready to report upon 
this subject about Tuesday next. 

The Senate, when it adjourned at noon, ad- 
journed till2 p.m. This not being generally 
understood, when the time arrived only about 
seven answered to their names. Then ensued 
acallof the Senate resulting inthe bringing 
before its bar of thirteen Senators and its Ser- 
geant-at-arms. Various were the excuses.

The Part Wedding Rings Play in the 
ffairs of Nations.

Prince Arthur’s wedding to the Prussian

Frederick Carl, and the Emperor’s great 
niece, which is to be solemnized at Windsor 
Castle to-day, has been looked forward to, 
both in England and Germany, as a strength- 
ening alliance of friendship between the two 
countries.

World Reporter.

How Bogus Divorces Can be Obtained 
On False Pretenses. 


From the Chieago Times.) 
Last January the reporter of the New York 
World, John A. Bowes, called at the office of 
an alleged lawyer on Broadway, who adver- 
tises extensively to secure legal divorces in 
thirty days for various causes and without 
scandal. Bowes told the shyster he had sim- 
ply got tired of his wife and wanted a fresh 
one. The lawyer asked him to name his com- 
plaint, and kindly volunteered the information 
that the ground upon which he asked a divorce 
would modify the cost of obtaining it. 
INFIDELITY WAS EXPENSIVE, 

but desertion or incompatibility would come 
more reasonable. Bowes admitted that he and 
his supposititious wife had their little tiffs,and 
incompatibility was fixed upon as an adequate 
ground. The lawyer demanded a retainer of 
NO, but his client pleaded poverty, and $10 was 
finally accepted. Upon dismissing Bowes for 
the day, the lawyer gave hima pamphlet, in 
which he stated that persons wanting divorce 
should not be influenced by the opinions of at- 
torneys in ordinary practice. He made divorces 
a specialty,and guaranteed to refund all money 
paid in any case where a decree was not ob- 


tained. The personal appearance of the ap- 

licant at court was unnecessary,and no pub- 
ic exposure of charges need attend the suit. 
The United States Supreme Court had re— 
eatedly decided that a divorce once granted 
by any legally-constituted court of record 
could not be revoked or annulled by any court 
of another State within the United States, no 
matter upen what grounds it was obtained. 
The seductive pamphlet contained 
much more of the same sort of stuff, 
all of which is said by lawyers here to be most 
failacious and deceptive. The attorney 
told his client to bring him his marriage 
record, and next day tbe reporter presented 
him with 

A MARRIAGE CERTIFICATE, 

carefully prepared for the occasion, which 
purported to show that John A. Bowes, bach- 
elor, was wedded to Sarah Maria Spinnock, 
spinster, October 22, 1865, by Arthur P. 
Welverton, at St. John, N. B. The lawyer 
told Bowes to call again in three days and 
swear toacomplaint. Bowes said he would 
swear to nothing. ‘*How,’’ said he, can I 
swear to incompatibility of temper, when, as 
I have told you, I simply want to get a new 
wife, and there is no temper in the case?“ 

„Well, we will get along without the oath, ’’ 
said the lawyer; only it will cost more.“ 

The next day Bowes was presented with a 
paper, which he asked leave to take home and 
examine at his leisure. Totally inadmissi- 
ble,“ said the lawyer; ' do not trust clients 
with papers.’’ Bowes signed the paper, and 
on reaching home wrote it out from memory. 

THE BILL OF COMPLAINT 
was dated in Elkhorn, Walworth county, State 
of Wisconsin. It was entitled: In the su- 
preme court of that State, first judicial circuit, 
John Bowes vs. SarahM. Bowes. Itset forth 
the marriage in the church of St. Innocents, 
and that there was no issue, and it alleged in- 
compatibility of temper so that the applicant 
could not live with his wife in peace and 
quietude, and it prayed for an absolute di- 
voree. A blank space was left for the attesta- 
tion of a notary public, and this was doubtless 
filled out in form. The lawyer, a few days 
later, asked the reporter if he could induce 
his wife to sign a paper drawn up in sucha 
manner that she would suppose it a suit about 
property. Bowes thought it could be ar- 
ranged, and gave the lawyer her address, 
previously arranged for with a friend in 
St. John. The attorney sent the supposed 
wife a paper requesting her to sign it, as it

The 
lawyer thus had obtained what he supposed to 
be a genuine signature to a legal docu- 
ment from an innocent wife, by false

AN INTERESTING QUESTION. 


How Old is the World?—An Answer by 
an English Scientist. 
[From the London Academy.] 

Geologists, astronomers and physicists alike 
have hitherto been baffled in their attempts to 
set up any satisfactory kind of chro- 
nometer which will approximately measure 
geological time, and thus give us some clue 
to the antiquity of our globe. It 
is therefore worth noting that 
Mellard Reade, of Liverpool, has 
lately contributed to the royal society a very 
suggestive paper, in which he endeavors to 
grapple with the question by employing the 
limestone rocks of the earth’s crust as an in- 
dex of geological time. Limestones have been 
in course of formation from the earliest known 
geological periods, but it would appear that 
the later formed strata are more calcareous 
than the earlier, and that there has, in fact, 
been a gradually progressive increase of cal- 
careous matter. The very extensive deposi- 
tion of carbonate of lime over wide areas of the 
ocean-bottom at the present day is sufficiently 
attested by the recent soundings of the Chal- 
lenger. According tothe author’s estimate, 
the sedimentary crust of the earth is at least 
one mile in average actual thickness, of which 
probably one-tenth consists of calcareous mat- 
ter. In seeking the origin of this calcareous 
matter, it is assumed that the primitive rocks 
of the original crust were ofthe nature of 
granite or basaltic rocks. By the dis- 
integration of sueh rocks, calcareous and 
other sedimentary deposits have been formed. 
The amount of lime salts in waters whieh 
drain districts made up of granites and basalts 


is found, by a comparison of analvses, to be 


on an average about 3.73 parts in 100,000 parts 
of water. It is further assumed that the ex- 
posed areas of igneous rocks, taking an aver- 
age throughout all geological time, will bear 
to the exposures of sedimentary rocks a ratio 
of about one to nine. From these and other 
data Mr. Reade concludes thatthe elimination 
of the caleareous matter now found ‘in all the 
sedimentary strata must have occupied at 
least 600,000,000 of years. This, therefore, 
represents the minimum age of the world. The 
author infers that the formation of the Lau- 
reutian, Cambrian and Silurian strata must 
have occupied about 200,000,000 of years; the 
old red sandstone, the carboniferous, and the 
poikilitie systems, another 200,000,000, and all 
the other strata the remaining 200,000, 000. 
Mr. Reade is, therefore, led to believe that 
geological time has been enormously in excess 
ol the limits urged by certain physicists; and 
that it has been ample to allow for all the 
changes which, on the hypothesis of evolu- 
tion, have occurred in the organic world.

The Blind Mare and Her Foal. 

Here is an instance of ‘‘instinct’’ which 
shows, I think, thatthere is no difference 
whatever between the reason of animals and 
that of men. A mare bere had her first foal 
when she wasten or twelve years old. She 
was blind of one eye. The result was that she 
frequently trod upon the foal or knocked 1t 
over when it happened to be on the blind side 
of her, in consequence of which the foal died 
when it was three or four weeks old. The 
next year she had another foal; and we fully 
expected that the result would be the 
same. But no: from the day it 
was born she never moved in the stall without 
looking round to see where the foal was, and 
she never trod upon it or injured itin any 
way. You see that reason did not teach her 
that she was killing her first foal; her care for 
the second was the result of memory, imagin- 
ation, and thought, after the foal was dead 
and before the next one was born. The only 
difference that I can see between the reason- 
ing power of men and of animals is that the 
latter is applied only to the very limited 
sphere of providing for their bodily wants, 
whereas that of men embraces a vast amount 
of other objects besides this. The above limi- 
tation does not. I think, apply strictly to do- 
mestic animals, dogs especially, which seem 
to acquire some perceptions beyond mere ani- 
mal ones.—([ Nature.

SHERMAN, TEX., April 3.—Garyson county. 
ofwhich Sherman isthe capital, 1s one of the 
richest among the many counties of Northern 
Texas, and its agricultural resources are al- 
most unlimited. The county of Grayson has 
been partially settled for nearly forty years, 
but until within the past few years its growtb 
has been rather slow. Now, however, its rich 
and fertile farms are commencing to attract 
the attention of the seeker for a 
home, and it is rapidly filling up with 
Settlers from all parts of the new and old 


— world. 


Grayson county has an area of about nine 
hundred square miles, and as to the climate it 
Cannot be surpassed, as the elevation is some 
nine hundred feet above the level of the sea, 
and the naturai slope of the country makes 
a most excellent system of drainage.

Why They Are as Worthless as the 
Paper They are Written Upon.

The Loophole Through Which 
Every Surety May Escape.

The Law a Dead Letter and a Bid for 
Criminals to Abscond. 


A Clear Explanation of Why Money is Never 


Collected on a Forfeited Bond. 


It has already been stated in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH that there has not been a dollar col- 
lected, except costs, on a forfeited criminal 
bond in St. Louis for ten years. Two lists of 
forfeited bonds, one from the Criminal Court, 
the other from the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction, have been given, 
showing the record as it stands 
in the two courts since 1876. During this 
time something like one hundred criminals 
have absconded and left their bonds to be for- 
feited, but not one cent on these bonds has 
been collected for the use of the-State. It ap- 
pears, therefore, that the giving of a bond in 
a criminal case 1s a mere farce—that it is 
a cheat—simply a device to thwart justice. 

In order to show the whole process in tlie 
case of a forfeited bond, a number of legal 
forms are here given.

WHERE THE TROUBLE LIES. 

As soon as the execution is issued, the Mar- 
shal takes it and proceeds to look for property 
belonging to the sureties so he may levy on it, 
and sell it, thus satisfying the law and making 
the State whole. But he never finds any prop- 
erty to sell. The execution is always returned 
nulla bona, as has already been shown. 

Here is just where the trouble comesin. It 
matters not whether the bond was good origin- 
ally, or not, the return is the same. If a se- 
curity is really good, as soon as he learns that 
the man whose bond he signed is gone and that 
an execution will issue, he immediately pro- 
ceeds to put a mortgage on hi 
property or transfers it to some 
friend, so that by the time the 
Marshal gets around he really has nothing 
upon which a levy can be made.

through which every bondsman can escape as 
long as the law is as it now is. Therefore the

It is now so 
much abused that it has lost its original 
sacredness and has become a mockery of both 
law and justice. 

Attention bas already been called 
to a bill now before the 
Legislature which proposes to make 
a criminal bond alien on the surety’s prop- 
erty as soon as itis filed.. This will stop up 
the loophole through which the richest man 
in St. Louis can nowescape and make the 
criminal law of more effect. A bond that can 
be made under such a law will bea valid se- 
curity, and will thus further theends of jus- 
tice and protect the State.
